1. Pursuant to the President's letter of 
designating the undersigned as the National 
thonty, the Central Intelligence Group is

and will be activated this date by the Director of Central 
Intelligence . In accordance wi th_per s ormel authoriza tions 
approved by this Authority, the Departments of State, Jar, 
and the IUvy will assign personnel to the Central Intelligence 


Group, and ma he re liefs and re p la op rc 9 n t s * up on t ho.. 


requisition. The approved initial personnel author azatisu .s 
enclosed (Appendix !l A n ). 


2. The initial authorisation provides the minimum personnel 
necessary for the tasks of o rganiz ing, su rveying pressing pr op- 
lems, and me- e ting i nitial requirements . As soon as practicable 
the Director will submit his recommendations for augmentation 
of the Group. 

3 . Initial principal offices and sub-divisions shall bo as 
shown on the chart (Appendix "B"), with functions as follows. 

a. Director of Central Intelligence - Responsible for 
all operations of the Central Intelligence Group in accord- 
ance with the President's letter of 22 January 19^b and 
Directives of the National Intelligence Authority. Ke "wall 
make the assignments of all personnel in the Group. At the 
appropriate time, he will select an Assistant Director from

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each #f the four personnel contingents (State, Army, Navy, 

Air), one of whom he may designate as his Deputy. 

b . Administrative Section - TH&s Section will perform all 
necessary administrative and security functions of the Group, 
and will provide the Secretariat for the National Intelligence 
Authority. 

c. Central Reports Staff - This Staff will assist the Diroc- 
tor in accomplishing the correlation and evaluation of intelli- 
gence relating to the national security, and in accomplishing 
appropriate dissemination within the Government of the result- 
ing strategic and national policy intelligence, 

d. Central Planning Staff - This Staff will assist the 
Director in planning for the coordination of intelligence 
activities related to the national security, and in preparing 
re commendations, regarding the establishment of such over-all 
policies and objectives as will assure the most effoctivo 
accomplishment of tfce national intelligence mission. 

e. Central Intelligence Services - The Central Intelligence 
Services shall be such operating agencies as may hereafter 

be established upon approval of this Authority under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 3c of the President's Directive of 
22 January. 

4. Initial Tasks . The Director of Central Intelligence will 
give first priority to the following tasks ; 

a. Production of dailj summaries containing factual state- 
ments of the significant developments in the field of intelli- 
gence' and operations related to the national security a*.G to 
foreign events for the use of the President, the members of 
this Authority, and additional distribution shown in 
Appendix "C". 

b. Conducting a survey of existing facilities for collection 
of foreign intelligence informatirn, and submission of appropri- 
ate recommendations .
